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Rural Police 


Any individual or organization desiring 


to get himself or itself in tlie "in bad" class 
with a large percentage of the people of 
Ohio, wlli fliid all that is necessary to to rec- 
onimeud the formation of a state constabu- 
lary, patterned after the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem. 


That sort of thing hag been fought out in 


Ohio, and rejected. Without entering Into 
a discussion of the merits or demerits of a 
state constabulary, there baa been euggeBt- 
ed at Cleveland, and the echo has been 
heard in other large cities of the state, the 
project of the establishment of a force of 
rural police, to work along the mainly trav- 
eled highways of the state. 


The automobile and good roads, as prod- 


uct-s of the newer civilization, have brought 
serious problems that must be met by leg- 
islative action. Dwellers in the country dis- 
tricts know this better than do the people 
In the cities and towns. These problems in- 
volve morality and property and personal 
rights, with which county sheriffs, town- 
ship constables and city police seem to be 
unable to cope. 


Wetter law enforcement along the high- 


ways, in regions far removed from mu- 
nicipal limits, is seca as a boon to the ter- 
ritory immediately afflicted, and also to the 
cities and villages. There is no necessity of 
employing plain language in presenting the 
need of better supervision of country roads 
as a means of bringing about better moral 
conditions. It is easily understood. 


One rural policeman on a motorcycyle 


could cover a wide sweep of territory. Ofle 
or two hundred of these in the state, if 
properly organized and officered, would 
constitute a law enforcement agency -worth 
a great deal more to the statfe than its cost. 
It would create terror among the pirates 
who prey on the unprotected, and would be 
a source of assurance of more safety to 
those who reside in the rural districts, and 
to law abiding citizens who enjoy a motor 
spin into the country districts, day or 
evening.

The Grade Crossing 


Beside the roadway was a huge red sign 


giving warning, "Danger—Railway Cross- 
ing." Farther along, the usual white and 
black arms announced the presence of that 
dangerous crossing. 


In addition, there blazed forth, the omi- 


nous red light of an automatic danger sig- 
nal that no normal eye could fail to-see or 
normal'brain do less than comprehend. 


A great motor truck, loaded with some 


25 or 30 children approached, passed the 
first red sign, then the white anus, and 
reached the throbbing tracks at the very 
moment a train flashed by. 


Did the driver see the warnings? Who 


knows? 
Did he heed them? He did not. 


And 10 little children were hurled into eter- 
nity and as many more grievously wounded. 


In the old canal days, the fathers were 


Wise enough to compel the proper bridging 
of these artificial thorofares where they in- 
tersected traveled highways. They sensed 
the need of making the canals not only safe 
for road traffic, but fool-proof as well. 


We had not that wisdom when the rail- 


ways came thru. Hence, we have the dead- 
ly grade crossing that has, everywhere. 
taken its toll of human life in an enormous 
measure. 


True it is, of course, that it would have 


been more foolhardy to try driving a teaita 
over an unbridged canal than it is now to 
attempt to motor across a railway ahead of 
a speeding train, but there is no way, seem- 
ingly, to beat that fact into the "auto-Intoxi- 
cated speed kings of the times. 


The grade crossing exists, and, so long 


as that be true, it will continue to exact 


sanguinary tribute, not only from those 
who challenge its dangers, but also from 
others who are entirely innocent of any 
such recklessness. 


That makes it wholly wrong Jn principle 


and fact. It cannot be made safe, mark it, 
hedge it and bnfeon its menace as we may 
and do. It should be eliminated completely. 


Whatever* its value to the railways as an 


engineering or economic proposition may 
be, it is not, and never can be, worth the 
human life that is its awful and irrevocable 
price.

WASHINGTON — (By 
ASsO- 


ciated Press)—A warning against 
using the current fruit crop to 
make intoxicating beverage* In 
the home has beee itaisued by 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel of the Anti-Salooa League. The 
case pending against Representa- 
tive John PhilUp Hill, of Mary- 
land, for alleged manufacture of 
illegal fruit juices 
at 
borne Is 


cited. Wheeler set foifh; Ills trJe 
on fruit juices to correct possible 
misinterpretation or his recent 
statements on the sttbpect before 
the house judiciary committee, 
when the Z.TS per «eat beer bills 
were being 'aired. 
.' 


"The fruit crop now coining on 


the market max be .used in mak 
ing non-intoxicating fruit Juices 
for 
exclusive home use," Mr. 


Wheeler explained. 
"If the juices 


become intoxicating in fact, then 
they are forbidden for beverage 
use by the constitution and the 
Volstead act. which exempts only 
iion-intoxicating fruit juices and 
cider for exclusive use in the* 
home." 


"Congressman Hill tested this 


law when he made fruit juices 
containing as high as 10 per cent 
of alcohol, last year, claiming the 
law permitted this. The govern- 
ment challenged his right to make 
fruit juice that was in fact intoxi- 
cating winp. A temporary injunc- 
tion issued by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Soper prevents Mr. 
Hill from further violations of the 
law. 
The date .of final hearing 


has not been set. altho the case 
was filed Oct. 11, 1923.

Hill makes more beverage intoxi- 
cants under the name 
of 
fruit 


juices, he is liable for contempt <">f 
court.
